Algeria, Mali, Chad, Mau- 
ritania, Niger, Senegal, Burkina Faso — and Libya for 
the first time — will meet at a conference, the second 
of its kind, in order to assess multilateral cooperation 
and to look at prospects for the future. 


Mauritanian Foreign Minister Mohamed Salem Ould 
Lekhel, who arrived in Algiers this evening, spoke to 
Rachid Atouasi: 


[Begin Ould Lekhel recording] Our presence here, 
among all the member countries taking part in this 
meeting, will make it possible to examine all these 
issues, peace and stability and security in the region, 
as well as economic cooperation among our countries. I 
am convinced that the spirit of our discussions and the 
desire of our countries to be able to transcend all these 
problems, will enable us to reach concrete results. [end 
recording] 


The Chadian and Malian foreign ministers arrived in 
Algiers early this morning. 


The Malian minister, Dionkouda Traore, spoke to Maya 
Sabeur about the importance of the security issue: 


[Begin Traore recording] For some time now, our 
region has known many dangers and many threats. 
We may have different situations, but these situations 
are still worrying from a security point of view. This 
meeting will enable us to exchange our views and 
to see together what we can envision to improve the 
security in our countries which do need some security 
in order to be able to develop. This meeting will also 
enable us to exchange our views about development 
issues and to identify the main cooperation areas — 
both multilateral cooperation within the Sahel-Saharan 
family, and bilateral cooperation. [end recording] 


His Chadian counterpart, Ahmed Abderamane Haggar, 
pins his hopes on this second Sahel-Saharan conference: 


INTER-AFRICAN AFFAIRS 1 


[Begin Haggar recording] It is a meeting which is rather 
important for us, insofar as we tackle security and 
cooperation issues, issues which are of interest to all 
the countries affected by the problem of security and 
peace. This meeting will enable us to look into all the 
problems of concern to us. This is why we are here. I 
hope the meeting will be successful. [end recording] 


Three other ministers are expected in Algiers. They are 
the Libyan, Burkinabe and Senegalese ministers. 


For the Algerian foreign minister, Mohamed Salah 
Dembri, the problems in the region call for mutual aid 
and consultations: 


[Begin Dembri recording] They are important problems 
affecting global cohesion in the societies of the Sahel- 
Saharan family, hence the need for us all to help one 
another and to give, with our own means, the impetus 
necessary for the preservation of our national identity 
and the preservation of global balance in the various 
nations. [end recording] 


A lot has been achieved since November 1993, the date 
of the first meeting. Dembri assesses these achievements 
as well as future prospects: 


[Begin Dembri recording] Roughly speaking, the watch- 
word we gave ourselves in November 1993 is going to 
find more expressions. We also had the time to draw 
up an intermediary report in Bamako in 1994, and that 
meeting was very useful. It enabled us to prepare this 
second meeting. 


For us, beyond the problems which have been identified 
and which are well known, and the areas to which we 
are going to devote all our energy and our means, this 
is also the most appropriate framework for the Sahel- 
Saharan family to be able to convene periodically in 
order to assess what has been done, as well as the 
obvious achievements on which the collective future of 
our peoples will depend. [end recording]

UN’s Burundi Envoy on Lack of World Action

The UN special representative to Burundi, Ahmedou 
Ould Abdallah, said Wednesday (23 August] he hoped 
the forced expulsion of Rwandans from Zaire would 
open the world’s eyes to the problems of the region. 


In an interview with AFP here, he accused world powers 
of being blind to the refugee problem in the Great Lakes 
area which includes Burundi, Rwanda, and Zaire. 


"The world community, preoccupied with preventing a 
tragedy in Burundi, didn’t see this Rwandan problem 
coming,” he said. "For a year, the fundamental problem 
in the region has been that of the refugees." He was 
"embarrassed and heartbroken" that world countries 
allowed themselves to be "sidetracked" by the events 
in Burundi. 


At the weekend, Zaire started rounding up thousands of 
refugees at camps in the eastern Kivu area and forced 
them back over the border into Rwanda and Burundi. 


On Tuesday, the UN Security Council called on Kin- 
shasa to stop the expulsions after the UN High Com- 
missioner for Refugees (UNHCR) announced that some 
9,500 Rwandan Hutus and nearly 2,000 Burundian 
Hutus had been returned to their home countries since 
Saturday. 


"The major powers only react to events, to newspaper 
articles or television reports instead of concentrating 
on the basic problems," Abdallah said. "They should 
coordinate their actions, they must not close their eyes 
to developments." 


Abdallah maintained that the potentially explosive situ- 
ation in Burundi — which has the same ethnic mix of 
majority Hutus and minority Tutsis as Rwanda — was 
not comparable to that of its small northern neighbour 
where at least 500,000 Tutsis and moderate Hutus were 
slaughtered in a genocidal civil war last year. 


Some two million Hutus fled Rwanda, mostly to Zaire, 
after the Tutsi-dominated Rwandan Patritoic Front 
marched to victory in July 1994. 


UNHCR Says Zaire Gave No Warning

The UN High Commission for Refugees [UNHCR] in 
Bujumbura said on Monday [21 August] afternoon that 
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a total of 1,500 Burundians have been expelled by Zaire 
and expressed regret over the fact that Zaire acted as if 
there were no international regulations about refugee 
matters. 


It is worth noting that Mr. Sylvestre Ntibantunganya, the 
president of the Republic, and Mr. Antoine Nduwayo, 
the Burundian prime minister, have already carried out 
missions in Zaire and won the support and expulsion 
[as received] of Mr. Leonard Nyangoma. 


On the other hand, Zairian officials have not only been 
sending to Burundi ex-soldiers of the Rwandan army 
and Rwandan militiamen who perpetrated the genocide 
of over 1,000,000 people of the Tutsi ethnic group 
and Hutus belonging to the opposition, but have also 
been sending back expatriates [as received] without 
informing Burundi first so that Burundi had time to 


prepare. 


Prime Minister Antoine Nduwayo has said that the 
repatriation of expatriates was a good thing but Burundi 
had to be prepared and it should not be imposed on her. 


According to the UNHCR, no single country is autho- 
rized to expel an expatriate and return him to the country 
from which he fled. Even when it is agreed that he is 
to be sent back, he must be informed of the decision 
so that he can make all the necessary arrangements to 
return with his belongings and with his dependents, and 
ail this must take place within the limits of human dig- 
nity. 


At Gatumba, a Burundian border post 15 km from 
Bujumbura on the Zairian border, only impoverished 
children and women captured [as received] in Zairian 
market places, refugee camps, streets or in the fields 
were forced to return by Zairian soldiers who grabbed 
their money or any other valuables from them before 
putting them on trucks. 


This is what was said by women in tears who had been 
forced to leave their husbands behind, and by some of 
the children who were not with these women. Strangely, 
all the men remained in Zaire. 


Burundi should watch this issue. Indeed Bujumbura civil 
servants returning to their homes in Uvira continue to 
go there freely. In fact, only the unfortunate expatriates 
have been expelled with brutality. 


The UNHCR however on Monday gave assurances that 
these people would be identified on Tuesday morning 
and resettled with the help of all the departments 
concerned, adding that in spite of the fact that this 
measure was a Surprising one, the means to handle their 
arrival were guaranteed for their resettlement [sentence 
as received).

Rwandan question, just to inform you that the movement 
of trucks and minibuses resumed in greater earnest 
today between Zaire and Rwanda as the repatriation 
of Hutu refugees decided by Zaire goes ahead. Nearly 
11,000 people were today gathered at the compulsory 
repatriation tent from camps in the east of the country. 
They were to be conveyed in trucks. The UNHCR 
however expects others to leave by foot, unless they take 
a cue from 6,000 other countrymen who, to escape the 
compulsory repatriation, fled the camps and took refuge 
in the hills. In terms of humanitarian relief, this worsens 
their plight because they will be without water or food. 
According to the UNHCR’s statistics this evening, 9,000 
Hutu refugees have already been expelied from Zaire 
since 18 August. This was the figure given to Raphael 
Badinga by Francis Patinde, UNHCR spokesman: 


[Begin recording] (Patinde] We are talking about 9,000 
people who were repatriated from camps in Zaire to 
Rwanda or Burundi. 


{Badinga] What are the repatriation conditions... 


[Patinde, interrupting] There were cases of ill treatment, 
especially early yesterday evening when terribly drunk 
Zairian soldiers entered the Mugunga camp, Goma Re- 
gion. Rape cases were reported and people’s belongings 
were taken from them. These were people holding plas- 
tic sacks with....[Patinde pauses] As you know, some of 
them had small stalls for selling little items like peanuts 
and cassava, but were dispossessed of even such meager 
personal effects. 


[Badinga) Some reports coming from Goma and Nord 
Kivu confirm that some UNHCR and other officials are 
not allowed access into the refugee camps. 


[Patinde] We are not banned from entering the camps, 
since these camps are in the hands of the UNHCR. 
However, for obvious security reasons, the aid agencies 
and all other institutions in the area decided to keep out 
of the camps, which does not prevent us from having 
an eye on what transpires and to handle the repatriation 
exercise as best we can. [end recording] 


‘More Than 26,000’ Said in Hiding

In a similar developmeni, the meeting bringing together 
Rwandan minister for foreign affairs and cooperation, 
Dr. Anastase Gasana, foreign diplomats accredited to 
Rwanda as well as representatives of the international 
organizations operating in Rwanda condemned the ex- 
pulsion of Rwandan refugees from Zaire. 


The meeting further said that the Zairian Government 
should act according to the resolutions of the Nairobi 
Summit and the Burundi Meeting. [passage omitted]. 


Hutu Group Says ‘Extermination’ Awaits Returnees

Rally for the Return of Refugees and Democracy in 
Rwanda (RDR], the main organization for the two 
million Hutu refugees in Zaire, Burundi, and 7 anzania, 
has contended that the repatriation exercise embarked 
upon by Zaire amounted to "delivering refugees to their 
executioners.” In a communique copied to AFP, Nairobi, 
the Goma regional branch of the RDR said “outright 
extermination is what awaits the returnees." According 
to the document, the Rwandan Patriotic Front [FPR], 
former rebel movement of the Tutsi minority now in 
power in Kigali, has a "Hutu extermination plan." 


The FPR’s military victory last year put an end to 
the genocide of more than half a million Tutsis and 
moderate Hutus, massacred by Hutu extremists, the 
Interahamwe, and members of the Rwandan Armed 
Forces [FAR]. More than two million Hutus, including 
the Interahamwe and soldiers of the former FAR, fled as 
the Tutsi rebels advanced from neighboring countries. 
The issue of their returning home has been deadlocked 
for months. Kigali has always accused Interahamwe 
and the former FAR soldiers of holding the innocent

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Hutu population hostage while the Hutus accuse the 
FPR-dominated government of not wanting the return 
of the majority tribe and seeking to turn Rwanda into 
a Tutsiland. The RDR appeals to the international 
community to "assume its responsibility by ensuring 
that the refugees are protected in accordance with the 
Geneva Convention on the Status of Refugees.”

(FBIS Translated Text] Shooting and pillaging: The 
forced return of Rwandan refugees is peppered with 
mistakes from the start. 


Is the Calvary of the Rwandan refugees to enter a new 
stage? More than one year after having been pushed 
toward Goma by fear of the RPF [Rwandan Patriotic 
Front], and those who carried out the genocide, the 
civilians piled one on top of the other in the immense 
refugee camps of Zaire now fear they will have to 
once again return to their country, while knowing 
nothing about the reception waiting for them. Zaire is 
determined to continue its expulsions at the rate of 500 
or 1000 people a day. The rate could also increase: In 
Kigali the arrival of 10,000 people is expected, and 
in Kinshasa sources close to Prime Minister Kengo 
believe that 30,000 Rwandans could have recrossed the 
border before the end of the month. Upon their arrival 
the refugees are finding themselves in transit camps 
and Rwanda, fearing a massive influx, has requested 
increased aid from the international authorities. 


According to the initial information coming from Goma, 
Zairian units are seizing groups of refugees indiscrim- 
inately, most of them civilians, and pushing them into 
trucks, then taking them toward Gisenyi, Goma’s sister 
city on the banks of lake Kivu. These activities are en- 
couraged by the Zairian population of Kivu who, after 
generously welcoming the Rwandan refugees in the ini- 
tial phase of their exodus, were no longer hiding their 
exasperation and insistently calling for departure. Lo- 
cal traders are even said to be lending their vehicles to 
the Army to accelerate the operations. Nor are the psy- 
chologically painful operations taking place flawlessly: 
On Monday {21 August] shots were fired in Mugunga 
camp, which houses a majority of soldiers’ families, 
while the Army was gathering together the refugees to 
be taken. Several refugees’ huts were burned, and Mu- 
tiri, the prime minister's adviser on refugees, referred 
to cases of pillaging by the Zairian soldiers responsi- 
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ble for the evacuation. However, Kengo had given very 
Strict instructions for the plundering and robbery of the 
refugees to cease immediately, he specified. Zaire’s Na- 
tional Security Council is following these activities, de- 
cided at the highest level, very closely. It seems that 
Kengo is deiermined to maintain pressure on the human- 
itarian Organizations and providers of funding because 
he belicves that Zaire has not been sufficiently compen- 
sated for the reception efforts made for tne Rwandans 
and the ecological damage caused by their establishment 
in Kivu. Moreover from an electoral point of view — 
and Zaire is living with this perspective — the depar- 
ture of the Rwandans is approved by the entire Zairian 
people. The HCR [High Council of the Republic] has 
called for their departure on several occasions. Zairian 
Officials also point out that after having been praised for 
its reception policies, at present Zaire is facing increas- 
ingly strong criticism, since it is accused of not handir 2 
over criminals and allowing militiamen to be trained. 
President Mobutu, who is staying in his residence in 
Nice, has been disappointed by the UN decision to lift 
the arms embargo on Rwanda, and might want to force 
the international community's hand. Zaire is also irri- 
tated by the fact that the providers of funding have not 
"recompensed" it sufficiently, and because the financial 
manna represented by the refugees has gone directly to 
international and non-governmental organizations in the 
camps. 


If the expulsion activities were to increase in scope, then 
it might be possible to read a Machiavellian scenario 
beneath the surface of the current crisis: Once again 
peasants and their families would be pushed toward the 
border, serving as ahuman shield and cover to the armed 
men who would then confront the RPA [Rwandan 
Patriotic Army) forces in the murderous confusion, such 
as during the evacuation of the Kibeho camp. The 
resulting disorder and the fact that there would be the 
possibility of many civilian victims would once again 
harm the image of Rwanda, which has just reestablished 
foreign cooperation activities, and would strengthen the 
arguments of those who are calling for an international 
military intervention in the region. 


However, this catastrophe scenario is not inescapable: 
Zaire is also running the risk of bringing general 
disapproval on itself. In reality it seems that at the 
current stage those responsible for the genocide face 
no risk of expulsion, like the soldiers and militiamen, 
some of whom are said to be training near Kamanyola 
in southern Kivu. 


Moreover the return of the refugees, despite the logisti- 
cal and management problems which would occur in the 
event of a massive and sudden influx, is not necessarily 
a bad thing for Kigali. Polisi, Rwanda’s ambassador to 
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Brussels, told us on this subject that: "Our compatriots 
abroad have the right to return in any case. Even if reg- 
ular problems were to occur in the short term, it would 
be less difficult to manage than if they stayed in the 
camps for years.” 


Rwanda, Polisi said, "does not fear seeing attempis by 
either Tanzania or Zaire to destabilize it, by sending 
back the mass of refugees by force: We have had 
excellent contacts with former President Nyerere, and 
with the Tanzanian foreign and defense ministers, and 
we hope that in three or four months from now our 
compatriots over there will have returned.” 


Nor does Rwanda fear that criminals will be mixed 
in among innocent people: "Everyone has the right to 
return to the country and it will be the legal authorities 
which divide them up,” the ambassador said.

Trovoada Regains Power, Promulgates Amnesty 
Law

Sao Tomean President Miguel Trovoada regained ac- 
cess to his office as president this afternoon, only a few 
hours after the return of power to civilians by the mil- 
itary coupmakers. As soon as he resumed functions at 
the Presidential Palace, Mr. Trovoada promulgated the 
amnesty law voted by the National Assembly yesterday 
evening, granting amnesty to the persons who carried 
out the coup d’etat and arrested the president on 15 
August. The Cabinet also held an emergency meeting 
today under the chairmanship of Prime Minister Carlos 
Graca. A cabinet reshuffle could take place shortly, ac- 
cording to observers. In a related development, foreign 
ministers of Africa’s five Portuguese-speaking nations 
— Angola, Cape Verde, Guinea-Bissau, Mozambique, 
and Sao Tome and Principe — are due to meet within 
the next few days in Sao Tome to examine the coun- 
try’s economic, political, and social situation, a source 
close to Angolan Foreign Minister Venancio de Moura, 
who mediated between the civilians and the military to 
bring about the restoration of "democratic order” in Sao 
Tome, disclosed. 


President Trovoada Addresses Nation

of Sao Tome and Principe has spoken for the first 
time since the military coup of 16 August. Miguel 
Trovoada described the coup as an extremely serious 
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act. According to Trovoada this coup had curious 
characteristics, and its main target was the country’s 
president. He went on to say that the damage was 
far reaching and that now, there is a need to rebuild 
Sao Tome and Principe. Miguel Trovoada thanked the 
support of the international community, particularly 
Angola and Portugal. Let us hear the speech in which 
the president goes back to the events of the 15 August: 


(Begin Miguel Trovoada recording) In the early hours 
of Tuesday 15 August 1995, a group of military invaded 
the presidential palace, shot a presidential guard, took 
me under arrest to the Armed Forces headquarters, and 
threatened to blow up the residential wing where my 
family was if I did not go with them. I soon realized 
that this was a coup, and this was confirmed a few hours 
later by those behind it. This was an extremely serious 
act which will have serious consequences in the short, 
medium, and long terms of our country’s history and 
for our poor country and its suffering people. 


Some of the military who, like every other soldier, 
swore to defend the people of Sao Tome and their 
democratic institutions when given a weapon, have 
used those same weapons against constitutional legality 
and democratic order and have thus written by their 
deeds the saddest page in the democratic history of the 
democratic republic of Sao Tome and Principe. 


I resumed my duties today, 22 August, as president 
of the republic and head of state, and cannot but 
emphasize that today is the fifth anniversary of the 
referendum which approved the present constitution and 
thus brought a democratic and pluralistic regime to Sao 
Tome and Principe. It is also today that I have approved 
the legislation that brings an amnesty to the military 
involved in the coup. 


I hope that, first, the normal reinstatement of democratic 
institutions in our country to their full duties may 
represent a stronger reaffirmation of the democratic 
order and of law and order. Second, I hope that the 
approval of the amnesty law which ends this tragic 
week may mark a definite end to attempts to resolve 
our country’s political problems with weapons. 


I would like to give our sincere and deepest thanks to the 
international community as a whole, our brother African 
countries including the Portuguese-speaking African 
countries, and to Portugal, France, the United States, 
and Gabon for their solidarity toward the people of Sao 
Tome and their support for our democracy. I would very 
particularly like to thank Angola and its president for 
their prompt, fraternal, and efficient mediation that led 
to a consensual solution to such a serious crisis. 
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Dear compatriots, as has been very clearly shown to 
national and international public opinion, this coup 
had very curious characteristics. First of all, nobody 
doubts that it was an action addressed uniquely and 
exclusively at the president. On the other hand, the 
shape of the coup and the corporate concern of the 
putschists should not have pointed at the president’s 
responsibility, because these factors are not included 
in his legal powers. In effect, while being responsible 
for security and defense policies ard as commander of 
the armed forces, the president of the republic does not 
have a say in the administrative and financial running of 
the armed forces nor in their operation or organization. 
The military know that better than anyone else. The 
president of the republic does not have any power over 
the country’s economic and financial matters nor over 
the management of social matters, equipment, or other 
areas. The military are aware of that. The president has 
frequently spoken about the lack of discipline in society, 
the increase of criminality, and other ills affecting our 
country. I have prevented the adoption of legislation 
which may have ended up protecting coiruption, I have 
exposed corruption in public and called upon those who 
have the power to fight corruption. Enquiries about and 
punishment of acts of corruption are not the president's 
job. The military know that, and also know very well 
that, under the present constitution, the degradation of 
the living conditions of Sao Tomeans cannot be blamed 
directly on the president. I will ask then: Why aim a 
coup at him? 


It is obvious that such a coup had political aims which 
did not ignore the forthcoming presidential election. We 
will have to wait and sec. 


There were attempts in 1979 on both my life and my 
political future. I was arrested and stayed in jail for 
nearly two years without charge and was constantly 
threatened. Sixteen years on, I have just been the victim 
of another conspiracy which might have cost my life. 
However, I am not afraid, nor will I abandon the 
responsibilities I have toward the people who elected 
me and entrusted these duties to me. 


Dear fellow Sao Tomeans, we now have to face 
the future and have to work toward rebuilding the 
good image we had of being a country of harmony, 
democracy, stability, and peace. That image has been 
seriously affected. It will not be easy to restore the trust 
that the international community had on us. The near 
future will be difficult, but we will have the courage to 
face it. As president of the republic, I will do everything 
' can so that, together, we will continue to work toward 
economic recovery. 
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I would like to thank ali those who — politicians and 
in particular, humble and anonymous people — have 
been so extraordinary and have shown affection and 
tenderness. 


Dear fellow Sao Tomeans, we have just learned a good 
lesson. We will have to learn from our mistakes and 
will have to work more and better toward progress in 
Sao Tome and Principe and for the benefit of its people. 
Long live democracy! [end recording}

ing the forced repatriation of Rwandan and Burundian 
refugees to their country of origin, but in conditions 
which are getting worse. The Zairean soldiers are in- 
creasingly violent and, according to numerous eyewit- 
ness accounts, they have been dispossessing the refugees 
of their valuables.

[Begin Polisi recording) So far, we have counted 15 
soldiers of the former Rwandan armed forces. | would 
say they are privates, there are no big fish among 
these Army officers (as heard]. As for those who were 
political or military leaders in the former regime, we 
have not found any. It seems to me that they are still 
protected, they are still there, and it seems to me that 
they are not worried by this operation or by the Zairean

It is against this background, at a meeting held :n Zaire 
early this year between President Ali Hassan Mwinyi 
and his host, President Mobutu Sese Seko, [that] the two 
leaders urged the international community to establish 
safe zones in southern Rwanda where Rwandan refugees 
in Zaire and Tanzania could be moved and protected 
there. The proposal was supported by a regional summit 
held later in Nairobi. Unfortunately ever since the 
response of the international community has been poor. 
Worse still, upsurges of violence in both countries 
whose main rival tribes are Hutus and Tutsis have 
continued unabated. That is why in March, Tanzania 
decided to close its borcer to curb [a] further influx of 
Rwandan refugees from Burundi where there was a new 
upsurge of violence. 


The people of Tanzania and Zaire have been robbed, 
tortured and even killed by ruthless refugees and, in 
most cases, they have become hostages in their own 
countries. Therefore we believe Tanzania and Zaire 
have a right to protect their nationals. Both countries 
have always declared their support to the international 
community to find a lasting solution to the armed 
conflicts in Rwanda and Burundi but the community’s 
response has been very poor. Therefore who is to blame 
if not to a large extent the international community 
itself?

Government Reports Rebel Leader Killed in Battle

The paper also quoted the Army commander as claiming 
that the government had captured a aumber of lethal 
weapons, ammunitions and uniforms similar to those of 
the Sudanese Army from the fleeing rebels. 


Muzoora said that about 420 heavily armed rebels who 
had crossed over from Sudan into Uganda, split into 
three groups of about 140 fighters each before they were 
confronted by the government’s National Resistance 
Army (NRA). 


He said the groups had come into Uganda on an 
abduction spree, with their targets being children aged 
between eight and 15 years, with the aim of forcing 
them to join the rebel army. 


However, nobody at the Army headquaters’ public 
relations office here could confirm or give further details 
on the reported battle. 


This is the first reported confrontation between NRA 
forces and a new influx of LRA rebels since they were 
recently reported to have crossed int» Uganda, forcing 
local people living around Kitgum to flee to other areas.

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First Shipment of Iranian Oil To Arrive in Aug

is expected to unload its cargo in Saldanha Bay near 
Cape Town this month under a new agreement to lease 
storage facilities to a foreign oil producer, diplomatic 
sources have revealed. 


"The first shipment of oil will arrive this August," Ali 
Kerdabadi [name as published], commercial attache at 
the Iranian Embassy in Pretoria, told FW [FINANCE 
WEEK] last week. He confirmed that, after long-running 
negotiations, the National Iranian Oil Company (NIOC) 
and the SA [South Africa] government are signing a 
deal to lease 15m barrels’ worth of storage pace at the 
Saldanha Bay oil depot. 


"Relations between SA and Iran have gone from good 
to better,” Kerdabadi comments. 


In spite of opposition from the U.S. government and 
environmentalists, Central Energy Fund (CEF) CEO 
Kobus van Zyl expects the deal "to be signed shortly". 
The new agreement entitles the NIOC, which supplies 
SA with 75% of its oil requirement, to store crude oil in 
two tanks, each of 7.5m barrel capacity, for reshipment 
to other markets. 


But industry sources say NIOC may have to wait 
to funnel oil into SA ‘orage until October, when 
unspecified hardware modifications are completed at the 
tank site. 


Although the terms of the agreement remain confiden- 
tial, the costs are reported as 6 U.S. cents per barrel 
per month, a wharfage unloading fee of 1.75% of the 
value of the cargo on board and a fee of $60,000 for 
each super-tanker visit. NIOC has been angling for no 
storage charges. 


Meanwhile, the agreement allows SA to decrease its 
Strategic stockpile, hoarded in the apartheid era in 
case oil supplies were threatened. With Iranian oil in 
the underground depot the RDP [Reconstruction and 
Development Program] stands to benefit from between 
R1.9bn [rands} and R1.Sbn from the sale of stockpiled 
reserves. 


CEF, which administers the stockpile facilities, wants 
to reduce the strategic reserves at Saldanha and Oogies 
in Eastern Transvaal to around 16 weeks’ stock, down 
from a high of about 18 months’ stock at the height of 
the oil embargo. 


Leasing the Saldanha Bay facilities to Iran is drawing 
Opposition from both the U.S. and national environmen- 
tal bodies. In a television panel debate with Deputy For- 
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eign Minister Aziz Pahad on August 3, US ambassador 
Princeton Lyman criticised the SA government for giv- 
ing Iran an economic opportunity. 


"We feel that Iran should not get economic benefits so 
we put our own economic limitations on Iran. We've 
urged others not to fill that gap, and this sort of deal 
gives Iran an economic opportunity," Lyman said. 


Earlier this year, SA slowed its sale of strategic fuel 
reserves when President Bill Clinton enforced the trade 
ban on Iran, forcing U.S. oil companies to withdraw 
from agreements entered with NIOC. Since June Iran 
has had to relocate roughly 450,000 barrels a day of 
crude formerly supplied to U.S. companies. 


The US believes Iran continues to undermine the Middle 
East peace process and is actively seeking to develop 
a nuclear capability. But a spokesperson at the U.S. 
embassy in Pretoria, Bruce Wharton, asserts that the 
storage deal will not affect U.S. companies working 
within SA. 


The deal has also outraged environmentalists who fear 
increased tanker activity in the area will damage in- 
ternationally acclaimed wetlands and wildlife. [passage 
omitted] 


But the deal may well go further. Other oil producers, 
including Saudi Arabia, have expressed interest in 
making use of the storage facilities. Tehran Radio 
reported in October 1994 that Iran is interested in using 
SA’s crude refining facilities and selling it to the region. 


Further, the giant reservoirs could be used as grounds for 
a trading joint venture to Latin America and East Africa. 
NIOC’s trading subsidiaries — NICO and Naftiran 
(expansions unknown] — are to engage in joint activity 
with the Strategic Fuel Fund. 


Officials at the SA Foreign Ministry believe increased 
cooperation with Iran — once strong in the days of the 
Shah — could boost bilateral trade to R11bn-12bn and 
that the Saldanha deal will have a number of spin-offs. 


Iran, they believe, is a key market for SA goods and also 
a conduit for trade with the central Asian states. "We 
used to sell BMWs to Iran in the time of the Shah," 
recalls one official. 


Signal to fast-improving ties, SA has sent Musa Moolla 
as its first ambassador to Tehran since Iran’s Islamic 
revolution in 1979. 


Signs are already looking good. Customs & Excise trade 
figures, supplied by the SA Foreign Trade Organisation 
(SAFTO), show that Iranian imports to SA (mostly 
listed as mineral products) in January and February 
this year stood at a staggering R1,183,663,865. No 
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comparable previous figure is available because oil was 
lumped into the "unclassified" section. 


Imports of Iranian goods for 1994 totalled R49m while 
SA exports to Iran were R170m. 


"The problem is that it’s all very one-sided but the 
imbalance will be rectified," says Nico Nel, head of 
the Middle East section at the Foreign Ministry. Some 
of the Iranian revenue from oil sales, he says, will be 
kept in SA as credit to buy SA goods, such as vegetable 
products and base metals. Iran, meanwhile, has hopes 
of expanding its non-oil exports including carpets, food 
spices and machinery.

{[FBIS Transcribed Text) Foreign Minister Alfred Nzo 
has denied that South Africa is passing nuclear secrets 
to Iran, saying that dealings between the two countries 
fall within the scope of the nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty. Mr. Nzo told a media briefing in Pretoria that 
South Africa as a signatory to the treaty would never be 
involved in an activity that was likely to result in another 
country producing weapons of mass destruction. 


Weekend newspaper reports also said that American 
fears that South Africa could be passing on nuclear 
secrets to Iran were behind the strenuous American 
efforts to dissuade South Africa from developing close 
ties with Iran. 


Earlier the general manager of the Central Energy Fund 
denied that any of the six tanks at Saldanha is leaking, 
or has ever leaked oil. Responding to rumors that there 
was a leak in one of the tanks, Mr. Kobus van Zyl said 
the Saldanha Bay Storage Facility was one of the most 
environmentally sound in the world. Mr. Van Zyl said 
the agreement on storing Iranian oil at Saldanha would 
be signed next week. The first Iranian ships could be 
expected within 30 days after the signing. 


Government ‘Concerned’ by Chinese Nuclear Test

South Africa on Tuesday condemned the People’s 
Republic of China’s nuclear test on Thursday [17 
August] last week. 


The government said in a statement it was the second 
Chinese nuclear test in three months following the 1995 
review and extension conference of the parties to the 
treaty on Non-Proliferation of nuclear [NPT] weapons. 
"The SA [South Africa] Government is deeply disap- 
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pointed at the Chinese decision to continue testing, es- 
pecially in view of the People’s Republic’s undertaking 
at the NPT conference to exercise utmost restraint pend- 
ing the entry into force of the comprehensive test ban 


treaty. 


"As in the case with the previous Chinese nuclear test 
which was conducted on May 15 1995 the SA Gov- 
ernment is of the view that the Chinese action under- 
mined the constructive results of the NPT conference," 
the statement said. 


SA was even more concerned because China was 
an active participant in negotiations currently taking 
place at a conference on disarmament in Geneva for a 
successful conclusion of a test-ban treaty before the end 
of 1996. "The further development of China’s nuclear 
weapons Capability could slow down the pace of nuclear 
disarmament by the nuclear weapons states. 


"Of even more concern ... is that nations which aspire 
to possess nuclear weapons will further question the 
stated commitment by the known nuclear weapons states 
to eventual nuclear disarmament, and that the recent 
and possible future Chinese tests could lead to renewed 
interest from non-nuclear weapon states to developing 
nuclear weapons." 


The government said it was concerned the tests might 
worsen regional tension in southern Asia, leading to a 
"dangerous build-up of military capability" in the area. 
"The SA experience ... is a telling one: The decision 
to destroy the SA nuclear weapons programme greatly 
added to peace and stability in the southern African 
region."

The prime minister reiterated Malaysia’s full commit- 
ment towards close economic, political and cultural re- 
lations with the country. 


He listed Malaysia’s successes in various endeavours 
— the NEP (New Economic Policy], now replaced 
by the NDP [National Development Policy], the shift 
to manufacturing, privatisation, Malaysia Incorporated, 
liberal business environment — which had contributed 
to the country’s economic growth. 
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Dr. Mahathir was addressing a business meeting organ- 
ised by Asian Strategy and Leadership Institute (Asli) 
and Malaysian External Trade Development Corpora- 
tion (Matrade) here. 


He said South Africa could benefit from Malaysia’s ex- 
pertise in housing and building materials sector, sewage, 
and water supply projects as well as telecommunica- 
tions. 


From South Africa, he said, Malaysia could get assis- 
tance to develop the aerospace industry, the power gen- 
erating sector, and production of auto components parts. 


In his speech at the state banquet in Pretoria on Monday 
to welcome Dr. Mahathir, Deputy President Thabo 
Mbeki said the South African "miracle" belonged as 
much to Malaysians as to South Africans. 


"Your intervention (in helping to end apartheid) made 
the South African miracle possible. 


"That miracle is therefore a tribute to you," he said. 


"We are greatly inspired that Malaysia will continue to 
be our partner as we grapple with the urgent issues of 
the elimination of the many legacies of the apartheid 
system," Mbeki said. 


Shows Interest in Rooivalk Helicopter

Africa’s Rooivalk attack helicopter, visiting Malaysian 
Prime Minister Mahathir bin Mohamed said on Tuesday

He told journalists after a visit to Armscor [Armaments 
Corporation of South Africa] headquarters in Preto- 
ria the high-technology helicopter "is very good, but 
whether we can afford it... that is the problem". Asked 
whether the Rooivalk had come up in his earlier discus- 
sion with Defence Minister Joe Modise, he said: "We 
are very interested in the development of the Rooivalk." 


Before departing, Mohamed had an opportunity to take 
a Closer look at a Rooivalk parked for his benefit on a 
rugby field next the Armscor building. On his flight from 
Sun City in Northwest to Pretoria, the prime minister’s 
helicopter was also escorted by the Rooivalk part of the 
way. "This all forms part of our soft-sell approach,” an 
Armscor official said. 


Mohamed said his country had particular reasons for 
being inclined to purchase arms from South Africa. 
"When we deal with the usual arms suppliers, they have 
a very pontificating attitude toward us, telling us who 
should be our enemies and who should not be. 
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"We would like to be able to be a little bit more 
independent. So I think co-operating with South Africa 
might just provide that." 


Upon seeing off the prime minister, Modise said 
Malaysia was an old friend of South Africa and the 
African National Congress. "If it were not for their 
support and those of others, we would still have been 
struggling for democracy in this country," Modise said. 


Russian Air Force Jets To Show Capabilities

— The Russian Air Force will visit South Africa in 
September as guests of the South African Air Force 
[SAAF] and will participate in two air shows, the SAAF 
said in a statement on Tuesday (22 August]. 


The Russians will participate in the Hoedspruit Air 
Show on September 23 and in the International Military 
Air Show from October 4 to 7 at Waterkloof Air Force 
Base. The Waterkloof show forms part of the SAAF’s 
75th anniversary celebrations. 


The Russians would demonstrate the capabilities of their 
MiG-29, Su-30 and Su-35 fighter aircraft, the SAAF 
said. An IL-76 and an AN-124, the second-heaviest 
transport aircraft in the world, will be on static display 
at the Waterkloof show. The MiGs will be dismantled 
and flown from Russia in the AN-124 to the Hoedspruit 
base, where they will be re-assembled. The Russians 
will practise for the shows in the Eastern Transvaal so 
as to keep noise levels over Pretoria to a minimum. 


The Russian visit follows the signing of a co-operation 
agreement between the defence ministers of the Russian 
Federation and South Africa in July. 


De Klerk Discusses ANC-NP Differences

(FBIS Translated Text) [Du Toit] fs it a misconception 
that the NP [National Party] can opt for an opposition 
role? To many people it seems like most of the NP’s 
fundamental views are very similar to the ANC’s. 


(De Klerk] It is entirely incorrect. There are fundamental 
differences between the NP and the ANC. The NP sees 
the ANC as its chief opponent. We represent two poles 
in South African politics. The view that there is not such 
a profound difference is in keeping with the success 
we have achieved in influencing decisionmaking. The 
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decisions by the government of national unity on 
economic issues, for example, reflect the NP’s policy 
more than that of the ANC, with its socialist elements. 


(Du Toit) Is the ANC’s socialism the biggest difference? 


(De Klerk] There are big differences in other spheres, 
too. On the constitution, for example, the ANC, with its 
ambition for power, advocates the Westminster system 
and sees the country’s population merely as 43 million 
people. The NP, on the other hand, says it wants to build 
a nation, but that nation will always consist of diverse 
cultures. That is why the powers and the forces that 
bring about the differences have to be accommodated 
constitutionally. This is the reason for our proposals for 
cultural councils and an emphasis on minority rights. 


The NP also promotes a balanced form of federalism. 
The ANC is basically antifederal. I could cite many 
more examples. What is happening within the govern- 
ment of national unity is that there is an ongoing ncgo- 
tiation process, and the decisions on which consensus 
is reached are in no way proof that there is a profound 
shift in thinking by either of the two parties. 


[Du Toit) Does the NP therefore think that it in fact 
projects the image of being like the ANC? 


(De Klerk] I think so. Media reports do not stress the 
differences. I often think that certain newsworthy events 
are emphasized more than others. Our challenge is to 
bring the contrasts between us and the ANC to the 
surface. 


(Du Toit] Nevertheless, the broader public sees very 
little signs of socialism in the ANC so far. The public 
does not seem to be aware of the NP policy on minority 
rights, and it seems to them as if the NP is instead taking 
an ANC stance on provincial powers, going against 
Hernus Kriel in the Western Cape and the IFP (Inkatha 
Freedom Party) in KwaZulu/Natal. 


(De Klerk] As far as socialism is concerned, that differ- 
ence is not so clearly visible due to the ANC’s current 
pragmatism. But a deeper analysis will clearly show 
Clearly that there is a socialist element in the imple- 
mentation of the nonsocialist economic policy. With the 
RDP [Reconstruction and Development Program], for 
example the ANC has not emphasized education and 
training and the development of human resources, but 
has stressed social services. These differences surface 
daily. 


There are also differences between the NP and the IFP 
on federalism, because the latter’s proposals are very 
close to confederalism. The NP has always had its 
own opinion about this. We say that there should be 
a strong central government and that there should be 
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a Clearer dividing line between central and provincial 
governments, that there should be a dramatic reduction 
in the gray areas of simultaneous jurisdiction. We 
support the provinces’ right to do all they can to enforce 
the Constitution correctly. 


The Western Cape court case was not instituted without 
the prior knowledge of myself and Roelf Meyer. In 
the party context, we understood that the municipal 
elections had to go ahead. On the other hand, certain 
measures should be tested in court. 


(Du Toit] But people are surprised that you did not 
openly support Hernus Kriel in the interests of the NP’s 
policy on federalism. 


(De Klerk] We recognize the right of the courts to 
provide a final decision in a state like South Africa. The 
NP does not believe that the handling of the problems in 
the Western Cape and elsewhere will lead to the removal 
of provincial powers. The current constitution contains 
Clear federal principles, but we should take a critical 
look at whether the powers of central government to 
dominate provinces should be reduced. The NP supports 
the real strengthening of provincial autonomy. 


(Du Toit) Regarding minority rights, the people really 
don’t know where the party wants to take them. 


(De Klerk] We are in the process of working out 
detailed proposals. A comprehensive framework already 
has been formulated. In our opinion, such rights should 
be entrenched in the Bill of Human Rights. This 
would include language rights, such as for education. 
Furthermore, mechanisms must be created for cultural 
minorities to organize themselves so that they can utilize 
those rights. Not only do we support cultural councils, 
these councils must be authorized and allowed to grow. 


(Du Toit) Is that going to become the NP’s banner? 


(De Klerk] It is one of its cornerstones. Law and order 
is another, and also discipline and the recognition of 
authority. Also Christian values and the establishment 
of a moral and ethical foundation for the new South 
Africa. 


{Du Toit] The ANC stands for all those values... 


(De Klerk] No, the ANC differs sharply with some 
of them. Take for instance abortion, the death penalty, 
pornography, the issue of their view of humanity. Their 
attitude toward authority differs dramatically from the 
NP’s. 


(Du Toit) Can a party distinguish itself from others 
based on differences about issues such as abortion and 
complicated views on authority? 
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(De Klerk] That is not what the NP bases its own 
identity on. It’s only one aspect of it. The NP’s identity 
is based on its constitutional views, its view on cultural 
differences, law and order, and the free market system. 
All these things collectively make up one’s identity. 


(De Toit] Doubts are increasing about blacks voting for 
the NP in large numbers. Aren’t we on the road of 
African democracies where opposition parties become 
weaker and weaker? 

(De Klerk] First of all, we should not make the same 
mistakes such as, for example, the DTA [Democratic 
Turnhalle Alliance) in Namibia and Ian Smith in Zim- 
babwe. Smith did exactly what the Freedom Front is 
doing here: a shrinking minority that is isolating itself. 
The end will be the same. In Namibia the DTA preferred 
to be an opposition, screamed and shouted at everything. 
It also has been destroyed. 


We are doing it differently. South Africa also is different 
and not comparable with any other country south of 
the Sahara. Nowhere else has there been such a strong 
First World component — and that does not only mean 
white — as here. And nowhere else has there been such 
a strong business sector. Also not such a democratic 
tradition, even though it was limited. 


(Du Toit) The ANC is determined to implement major- 
ity rule after the next election. Have you departed from 
your assurance to your supporters that there will be no 
domination? 

(De Klerk) Tough negotiations still lie ahead. The ANC 
has stated its point of departure and so have we. There 
is plenty of room between these two conflicting views, 
space that lends itself to an adapted form of, call it 
power-sharing or proportionalism. The NP is working 
on more proposals in this context. 


(Du Toit) Have the problems within the NP been 
resolved? 


(De Klerk] Yes, but the problems were not all that 
serious, not small either. I said earlier this week: Stop 
targeting leaders such as Roelf Meyer, Andre Fourie, 
and Danie Schutte when it is in fact me you are after. We 
did not try to put plaster on wounds during the caucus 
meeting. But we have not completed our discussions; we 
still must discuss ways of enhancing our effectiveness 
and determine strategies. 


(Du Toit] From what you said earlier in the interview, 


it would appear that the NP has problems in projecting 
its identity. Have you found the recipe? 


[De Klerk) I think we have laid down the basis. 
Concerning lack of understanding as to what our role 
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is, it is clear that we have to deepen and broaden that 
understanding. 


Ramaphosa, Jiyane Debate KwaZulu/Natal 
Situation

(FBIS Transcribed Excerpt] [Du Preez) A very good 
evening. An autonomous Zulu kingdom, the weekly 
slaughter of dozens of people of KwaZulu/Natal, the 
manipulation of the Zulu king. Will KwaZulw/Natal 
become the undoing of the new South Africa? These 
are the issues we tackle in our debate tonight with 
the heavyweights from the ANC and Inkatha. Let me 
introduce you to Cyril Ramaphosa, secretary general of 
the African National Congress [ANC], and Ziba Jiyane, 
secretary general of the Inkatha Freedom Party [IFP). 
(passage omitted] 


(Jiyane] In the new association of a free south Africa 
all people must have an input as to how the country 
must be organized. We in the IFP [Inkatha Freedom 
Party] believe in a federal dispensation, therefore in the 
province where we are a government, we are going to 
implement that which we told the electorate we believe 
in. Now we said there should first be international 
mediation. The ANC president and other senior officials 
said that, among other things: "Well, you should first 
write the provincial constitution because you have to 
write that, then we'll see what the problem is." We 
said: "How do you write a provincial constitution before 
you resolve the issue of the national constitution within 
which the provincial constitution must fit." They refused 
flatly to bring international mediation. Now we insist 
very strongly there should be international mediation, 
but we are in the meantime writing the provincial 
constitution as they said. Now that we are... [Du Preez 
interrupting] That’s secessionist, isn’t it? [Jiyane) Right 
now when we are writing that constitution the same 
secretary general of the ANC is now saying: "There you 
are, now that you are doing what we asked you to do 
you are steam-folling that, you are being secessionist. 
But we told them that we are going to implement things 
there which are according to what we understand this 
association of South Africa should be like. The problem 
with the ANC now is that they are frustrating the 
IFP government in KwaZulu/Natal because they don’t 
accept that the IFP won in that province. They have 
accepted that precedent for democracy in this country

because come next elections, if any party now doesn’t 
win, and then begins to complain in KwaZulu/Natal and 
in the Western Cape, these are the two provinces where 
the ANC didn’t win (as heard]. Recently in the Western 
Cape they took away the powers of the MEC [Member 
of the Executive Council] there on local government, in 
KwaZulu/Natal they do that all the time. The Western 
Cape Government has gone to court because these are 
the two provinces where the ANC didn’t win. 


(Du Preez]} Dr. Jiyane, let’s talk about secession. Per- 
sonally speaking, I have read reports so many times of 
an autonomous Zulu kingdom; lately again, a new Zulu 
covenant, and yet when we ask Mr. Buthelezi he says 
it’s a lie that KwaZulu/Natal wants to go its own way. 
Can you tell us tonight, finally, what is the real story 
about secession for KwaZulu/Natal? 


[Jiyane) Thank you for the umpteenth time. I'll explain 
again. The problem with this secessionist red herring 
is that the people of South Africa are by and large 
ignorant of any other system of government other than 
a unitary system. Once you begin to talk about some 
degree of autonomy, an autonomy that is accepted in 
all classical federations such as in the U.S.A., Germany, 
Australia, and many other countries, they then say, 
there you are, there’s an example of secessionism. 
I was told in one Agenda program that because I 
was asking for a flag (for KwaZulu/Natal], that shows 
we are secessionist. Ignorance in South Africa... [Du 
Preez interrupting] We are talking about an autonomous 
Zulu kingdom. (Jiyane interrupting] No, autonomous 
kingdom of KwaZulu/Natal, and it will be part of a 
united, federal South Africa in which foreign policy, 
security matters, defense and other things on economic 
coordination and other standards will be set by the 
national government. And crucial things like education, 
health, policing and the control over local government 
will be done by a province. Now that province will have 
a status that is similar to the kingdom of KwaZulu/ 
Natal. Now, you see, if I ask you today: What is the 
example of a secessionist aspect of the IFP plan? I’m 
telling you you will fail because I will tell you that 
all those things you are saying are secessionist are 
perfectly acceptable in Germany, perfectly acceptable 
in America. In fact we are asking for not more than 
what Americans and Germans and others are doing, but 
perhaps less than what they are asking. But let us not 
mislead the South Africans because they don’t know any 
other system... [Du Preez interrupting] Let’s ask Cyril 
Ramaphosa. [Ramaphosa] Ziba, I think you should not 
mislead the South Africans [Jiyane tries to interrupt). 
Hold on, please, do listen, my dear Doctor Ziba Jiyane. 
Be patient. I have a copy of their constitution here. 
Its been properly analyzed, it is both secessionist... 
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[Jiyane interrupting] Tell me one example, not all of 
them... [Ramaphosa] Now hold on...and also separatist. 
What they are trying to achieve through this constitution 
which they have tabled is to actually excise, remove 
KwaZulu/Natal from the body of South Africa, and have 
it being run as an own entity. They want... 


(Du Plessis interrupting] He asks one example. 


{[Ramaphosa] For instance, they would like to have 
control over territorial waters. Territorial waters falls 
under foreign relations. Tris constitution says: "We 
would like territorial waters." They would also like 
to establish a defense force type of militia, which is 
really the task of the South African Defense Force. They 
would like to have their own constitutional court. We 
should reaily have one constitutional court in the whole 
country. There is just a litany, a litany of proposals 
here where the IFP is very clear on what they want, 
and they also say: "We, having achieved all this will 
therefore have a relationship, a unique relationship with 
the Republic of South Africa, and the Republic of South 
Africa will not be able to do certain things.” If you go 
through Section 52 [Jiyane tries to interrupt]. Hold on, 
I haven’t finished, Section 52... 


[Jiyane interrupting] All these things are acceptable in 
American federations and in many other federations. In 
fact in America each state has what it cails coast guard. 
Coast guard is a militia... 


[Ramaphosa interrupting] Coast guard is not control 
over territorial waters, Dr. Ziba Jiyane. Territorial 
waters impacts on foreign relations. 


{Du Preez] Isn’t the spirit of the constitution secession- 
ist? 


[Jiyane) It is to ignorant people and to people who 
are being disingenuous, who want to mislead ignorant 
people. If I tell you, everything that is there is what is 
there in all classical federations. South Africans don’t 
know about a coastal guard, but Cyril here can tell them 
that there was no such a thing. Those people are soldiers. 
During mobilization in Iraq, I was there in America as 
student myself for eight years. Those states who control 
the coast guards mobilize those people who are like 
reserves, they coordinate with people who control the 
National Defense Force. 


[Ramaphosa] But this is South Africa, it’s not the United 
States of America. This is South Africa. 


{Jiyane] You see now, the story is different. It’s no 
longer whether a person who has that is secessionist or 
not. It is now South Africa. This is the problem. We are 
impoverishing the public discourse in South Africa by 
being very disingenuous, and misleading people about 
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the reality of systems. Federal systems are a winning 
trend in the world. There are all countries that have been 
unitary, that have moved to federalism, but none of the 
countries have moved from federalism to unitary. Most 
countries are moving to federalism, and none of the 
nine world countries that have moved to federalism have 
ever even thought of moving back. Why? Once people 
taste freedom, you can never take it away from them. If 
the unitary system was so great, then people would be 
moving towards it. Here in South Africa, because people 
are ignorant and they don’t understand how freedom 
can be constituted, people are misleading them with 
secessionism, and yet they can’t prove anything... 


(Ramaphosa, interrupting) We don’t have a unitary state 
right now. The constitution, as it presently stands, in 
terms of its principles, the entire interim constitution is 
largely federal. That is what we have. 


(Du Preez] The National Party seems to be happy with 
it. 


(Ramaphosa] The National Party, which is an advocate 
of federalism, they are happy with it. They are happy 
with the constitution because it has very strong federal 
features. Now we are not a unitary type of state. 


(Jiyane] The IFP said it from the beginning, the National 
Party in the Western Cape are saying it now, that it’s 
not a federal constitution... 


(Du Preez, interrupting] Let’s give Mr. Ramaphosa a 
chance to respond properly. 


[Ramaphosa] In the end we have constitutional princi- 
ples that give sufficient powers to provinces. Now the 
IFP is losing a golden opportunity to argue its case in 
the Constitutional Assembly, where they could actually 
be putting forward proposals, proposals that all other 
parties would be willing to analyze and consider very 
seriously. They have robbed themselves as well as the 
entire country, including KwaZulu/Natal, of this very 
good opportunity which all other six political parties 
are participating in. They run off and go to KwaZulu/ 
Natal, to say, we will draft our own constitution. We 
grant them that. We agree that they should draft their 
own. But at the same time we need to have a national 
constitution having the input of the IFP, and they are 
not there. 


(Jiyane) That’s a matter for mediation, because you 


(Ramaphosa) With regard to international mediation, | 
had a meeting with Ziba Jiyane and other people or 
colleagues in his party 3 months ago. We agreed on 
a process through which we would address a whole 
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number of issues, including international mediation. We 
asked them... 


(Du Preez) Was he happy with that agreement? 


([Ramaphosa] Well, he is the one who was most un- 
happy. The other two colleagues were quite happy, they 
were quite happy with the process that we had outlined; 
that what we needed to do was to set an agenda. Joe 
Matthews was the one who said, there seems to be a 
law that the IFP and the ANC should not talk together 
about constitutional matters. He said, if there is such a 
law, I'd like it to be repealed. We both agreed that we 
needed to settle down to discuss our constitutional pro- 
posals. We also agreed that we would exchange those 
proposals. We gave them ours, and they gave us theirs. 
Thereafter, we were supposed to set up another meeting. 
A part of the agenda of this whole process was supposed 
to be international mediation. After their meeting, they 
then said, now, they are not prepared to enter into any 
further discussions with the ANC; we want the ANC to 
implement international mediation. In order to even be- 
gin to talk about international mediation, you must — it 
is a must that you must sit down and analyze the prob- 
lem carefully, and then agree, if you finally agree that 
yes, you should have international mediation, then you 
must say, who are the mediators going to be?

The ANC said a final decision 
on the matter would have to be informed by legal 
considerations relating to the powers and functions of 
the provincial government. 


ANC constitutional affairs spokesman John Jeffrey said 
while the province could adminisii~ the waters, a co- 
ordinated approach to marine resources would be better 
served by central government, as would forestry and 
land affairs. "If one province is Jucky enough to have 
marine resources, it shouldn’t have the right to exercise 
complete legislative control over them,” Jeffrey said. 


The dispute is one of many threatening to deadlock 
the KwaZulu/Natal constitution-making process. The 
Constitutional Committee is expected to present a 
progress report to the provincial legislature next week.

You know, observers — at least some 
observers — do not make the connection between the 
struggle that is being waged in the field by the parties 
and their consequences. They note today that the clergy 
is taking sides. They note today that imams are taking 
sides. They note today that magistrates are taking sides, 
by condemning human rights violations by those in 
power. The problem is that the authorities are not taking 
into account all these various stands and demonstrations 
that are being staged by the parties. That is why they 
are so confused. They should see the connection. 


If there were no political parties to denounce these 
flagrant violations of collective or individual freedom, if 
there were no parties to organize marches to denounce 
these violations and draw the attention of Cote d'Ivoire 
on the risks of this faux pas, we would not have had all 
these various stands adopted by the different sides. So, 
we should not draw a line between the demonstrations 
we are organizing and the various stands being adopted 
by the people. 

We are pressuring the government, and this pressure 
is bearing fruit. We should continue this policy, until 
those who stubbornly continue to have the same views 
understand that they are isolated. We shall go on doing 
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what we are doing. The main thing is to fight till the 
end. The nature of each of our fights will be shaped 
according to the circumstances, one day at a time. 
(Diabate] The ruling party is hardening its stand during 
each of its regional visits, so much so that we wonder 
if it is not planning another 18 February 1992... 


[Gbagbo] I would like to comment on this particular 
point. First, if the ruling power is adopting a hard line, 
it is because they are scared. I am convinced today that 
if the PDCI withdrew the electoral code and drew up 
a consensus electoral code, it would lose the elections. 
We know it and they know it. There is no other choice 
— they have their backs to the wall. 


My second comment is that, if there are blunders, it 
is the PDCI that would be responsible. You saw the 
same thing happen on 18 February 1992. They arrested 
us to try and intimidate us. We knew about the plot as 
early as December 1991. I wanted to be in Cote d’ Ivoire 
when it happened. You saw the results — they were the 
ones who burnt their fingers. After we were arrested 
they were in a hurry to release us. Konan Bedie and his 
entourage are driving Cote d'Ivoire like a driver who 
has his foot resolutely pressed on the accelerator, and 
the car is heading right into a wall. If the PDCI crashes 
the nation into that wall, the entire world will know that 
the PDC] is responsible for the disaster. I think that this 
one of the reasons for the current demonstrations: To 
show that the PDCI is responsible for anything that goes 
wrong. When they go to France, we will also go there. 
We also will tour the country where they have friends 
— and where we also have friends. We will explain the 
sit ation to the people. Today, everybody is aware of the 
fact that, if there is a tragedy in the country because of 
the electoral code, it will be the responsibility of those 
who wrote such poorly articulated electoral code. 


[passage omitted] [Diabate] In Soubre recently, you 
announced that you will no longer dialogue with the 
PDCI. But, isn’t the purpose of the marches to force 
the PDCI to discuss the issues with you? 


[Gbagbo] I think I should correct what you said: That 
is not what I meant. I wanted to say that, now, we no 
are no longer asking for any discussions with the PDCI- 
RDA. Since 1993 we have been running after them for 
discussions, for the good of the country. We are no 
longer asking for any discussions, because nobody who 
is in power is superior to us. But it was only in the 
country’s interest that we asked for those discussions 
in the first place. Now that it is clear they do not want 
to discuss the issues with us, we will no longer knock 
at their doors asking for a dialogue. They think it is 
because we are weak that we were asking for dialogue. 
We will show them that it is rather our great concern 
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for Cote d’Ivoire’s interest that was making us run after 
them. We will embark on a series of demonstrations, 
and if they want to discuss things with us they can call 
us. But the discussions we v.:° asking for on behalf 
of the FPI are no longer relevant. In any event, the FPI 
will no longer ask for discussions. 


(Diabate] This is a change in attitude that has many 
people saying that Cote d’Ivoire is moving slowly but 
surely toward... a disaster. 


[Gbagbo] Well, the government is always responsible 
for domestic clashes. When there is fair government, 
there are no clashes. When there is democratic govern- 
ment, there are no clashes. When a government believes 
that elections allow the people to express themselves, 
there are no clashes. But when a government thinks that 
elections are an opportunity to cheat, so as to always re- 
main in power, and wants to carry out an electoral coup 
d’etat, there are always clashes. We are against electoral 
coup d’etats, and we will fight strongly against a new 
electoral coup d’etat. 


(Diabate] Up to now, the opposition parties have only 
denounced the electoral code. One could think that they 
could have referred the matter to an authority, a judicial 
body for example, to deal with the problem. 


[Gbagbo] Well, read the Constitution again and you will 
see that today we do not have a means for referring the 
matter to the Constitutional Council. In truly democratic 
countries, the way matters are referred to a constitutional 
council is democratized. Any citizen in the United States 
or France can bring issues before these higher judicial 
authorities. We are restricted from exercising this option 
here. [passage omitted] 


(Diabate] To conclude, Mr. Secretary General, do you 
have any message to FPI activists concerning the present 
Situation and the march scheduled for 26 August? 


{Gbagbo] I would like to tell all our activists to remain 
calm. Today, as in the past, the FPI is facing its historic 
mission. 

In the past, when single party rule was strong, when 
President Houphouet-Boigny was at the height of his 
glory, we appeared to be pretentious people who were 
incapable of effecting change, incapable of shaking 
Houphouet. Everyone has seen in Cote d’Ivoire what 
this struggle yielded — we have already gotten a 
multiparty system. 


Today, Houphouet-Boigny’s political heir wants to 
confiscate the fruit of 30 years of struggle. We cannot 
tolerate such a robbery, such an electoral coup d’etat. 
We are again on a historic mission: We must strive to 
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change a multiparty system into a democracy. That is 
our struggle, that is our historic role. 


All our activists must be mobilized and know that 
everywhere — whether at home or outside — it is 
thanks to our demonstrations in the streets that people 
become increasing aware today that the government 
does not respect the law, and that it rejects democracy. 


FPI activists must respond to their leadership's appeal, 
because only struggles yield results. I am waiting for 
them on 26 August; there will be other forms of action. 
We will send them signals, and they must respond in 
large numbers.

Warlords Continue Discussing Peace Accord

Three main Liberian warlords are still discussing the 
new peace accord that was signed on 19 August in 
Abuja, the Nigerian capital, it was learned from one 
of them tonight. 


"We are trying to clarify the modalities of the transition 
period, especially on matters of security," George Boley, 
the leader of the Liberia Peace Council [LPC] told AFP 
today. 


The discussions are held by LPC leader Boley, Charles 
Taylor, leader of the National Patriotic Front of Liberia, 
and Alhaji Koromah, the leader of the Mandingo branch 
of the United Liberation Movement for Democracy in 
Liberia. 

Th. three of them have been appointed members of 
the new State Council (collegial presidency) which 
is composed of six members. "We should minimize 
the problems," Mr. Boley said, adding that Wilton 
Sankawulo, the new chairman of the State Council, who 
was appointed on 10 August by the warring factions in 
the Liberian civil war, could join them in Abuja. I think 
this is a good idea, the LPC leader said. 

Mr. Sankawulo went to Accra, Ghana, on 21 August 
where he was received by President Rawlings who 
is also the chairman of the Economic Community of 
West African States. The participants in the peace talks 
were to leave on 20 August on board a Ghanaian Air 
Force special aircraft. Even though several delegates and 
mediators have already left Abuja, the warlords stayed 
behind including Mr. Francois Massaquoi from the Lofa 
Defense Force and General Hezekiah Bowen, head of 
the Armed Forces of Liberia [AFL]. All five of them 
are signatories to the peace accord. 
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General Bowen is not taking part in the discussions 
that are currently being held between Boley, Taylor, 
and Koromah because he is not a member of the State 
Council, an AFL official told AFP. [passage omitted] 


Zimbabwean, Ugandan Leaders End Visit, 
Comment

(FBIS Transcribed Text) The Ugandan head of state, 
President Yoweri Museveni, who came into the country 
last Sunday [20 August), left Abuja for home today. 
President Museveni and Zimbabwe’s President Robert 
Mugabe were in Nigeria for an on-the-spot assessment 
of the political situation in the country. They were given 
the assignment by the Southern African Development 
Community. President Mugabe returned to his country 
yesterday. 


Before he left Nigeria, President Mugabe was a guest 
at a state banquet in Abuja. He said Nigeria needs the 
understanding and encouragement of the international 
community for it to resolve its political problems. This 
was in his response to a speech by the head of state, 
General Sani Abacha. State House correspondent Chris 
Ngwu has the details: 


[Begin recording] [Ngwu] (7The other) visiting pres- 
ident, Yoweri Museveni of Uganda, and himself had 
the mandate of the South African Development Com- 
munity to visit Nigeria to talk to and to listen to the 
Nigerian Government on what has become known as 
Nigeria’s current political problem. Based, no doubt, on 
the nearly three-hour discussion the visiting presidents 
had with Gen. Abacha on Sunday evening, President 
Mugabe remarked: 


[Mugabe] Yes, we came, we listened quite a lot, and 
Gen. Abacha also did listen quite a lot. In the end, we 
did agree that there was a way forward [applause], and 
it is that way forward that we even want to support. We 
did also discover that all this time there had not been 
this personal interaction. Why was it ever missing? And 
only (?through) direct personal interaction, in the spirit 
of togetherness, can we get to work together on solutions 
that are needed on these occasions when our house is 
troubled. 


[Ngwu] By way of background to their visit, President 
Mugabe said that at the summit of leaders of the South 
African subregion on science and technology, which 
was held about three weeks ago in Kampala, Uganda, 
the Nigerian political situation was discussed. He said 
that it was against the background of negative reporting 
on Nigeria in newspapers and on radio and television 
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that the leadership of the summit, comprising heads of 
State and government from Central, East, and South 
Africa, mandated them to come to Nigeria and see things 
as they really are. President Mugabe said their vicit has 
been revealing: 


(Mugabe) Before coming here and holding discussions 
and being given the facts as they are, we opened up 
immediately and say ah! [sentence as heard] So, all the 
suspicions we had that no progress was being made, and 
there was no way forward, were misplaced. 


{Igwu] He commended Nigeria for her initiative in 
seeking solution to the Liberian crisis along with other 
ECOWAS [Economic Community of West African 
States) leaders. He acknowledged with thanks Nigeria’s 
contributions to the independence struggle in Angola, 
Zimbabwe, South Africa, and other nations. He appealed 
to what he called the Nigerian spirit, which inspired her 
into her various peacekeeping operations, to be brought 
to bear in resolving her own political problem. He urged 
the Nigerian Government to reach out to more African 
countries, so as to make her position clearer. He said the 
existing communication gap between Nigeria and many 
African countries has not helped the understanding of 
the Nigerian political situation. 


Speaking earlier, Head of State Gen. Sani Abacha said 
that individual and collective efforts at resolving the 
diverse problems besetting Africa, though in the right 
direction, they still fall short of the actions needed to rid 
the continent of poverty and increasing marginalization. 
Besides the problem of economic development, Gen. 
Abacha talked of another pressing matter: 


[Abacha] It is generally acknowledged that, with the 
end of decoionization process, the major problem facing 
Africa is the proliferation of conflicts in different parts 
of our continent. 


(Igwu) Turning to recent developments in Nigeria, Gen. 
Abacha said Nigeria needed peace and stability in the 
pursuit of national development, adding that Nigeria not 
only subscribed to, but actually promotes democracy 
and human rights: 


[Abacha] In this regard, we are doing everything to 


establish a lasting peace and (?participatory) democracy, 
social justice, and sustained growth. 


([Igwu) Gen. Abacha thanked President Mugabe and 
Museveni for their contributions to the cause of peace 
in Mozambique and to the process of peace in Angola, 
adding that the continent was entitled to sustained peace.

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Minister Reconfirms Senior NNPC Positions

sources, Chief Dan Etete, has told all senior and man- 
agement staff of the Nigerian National Petroleum Cor- 
poration, NNPC, that their positions have to be re- 
confirmed, and that each appointment will be consid- 
ered a fresh mandate.
